Governor 
for the 

Philippines 


WHETHER the people of the United States 
shall elect to remain in possession of the 
Philippines for another year, for a decade 
or for a generation, the manner in which we 
are governing those islands is a= matter 
which should be approached with due con- 
sideration for our national pride. ‘There is 
an unfortunate tendency in some quarters, 
and especially among those distinguished 
as anti-imperialists, to sneer and scoff at 
our pretensions to colonial administration. It is unnecessary to say 
that this attitude of mind is neither judicious nor justifiable. 

A new governor is about to be appointed for the Philippines— 
W. Cameron Forbes of Massachusetts, present vice-governor-general 
of the islands—and the time seems opportune for a hasty glance over 
the period in which we have been responsible for the conduct of these 
possessions. There is no question raised anywhere with regard to 
the improvements which have been made in sanitation. .\ perfect 
revolution has been accomplished in the Philippines by our admin- 
istration in this particular. The Manila of today is a very different 
city from what it was when the Spaniards evacuated it. It has a 
water supply that cost $2,000,000, a sewer system that cost $1,000,- 
000, and other public improvements to promote the wellbeing and 
general comfort of its inhabitants. It is acknowledged to be not 
only the cleanest and best governed city in the Orient, but one of the 
cleanest and best governed cities in the world. A splendid harbor 
has been created for it. 

Other cities and towns have been improved proportionately. 
Roadways have been constructed in all directions, 225 kilometers of 
good roads having been built last year. Of the 652 municipalities 
now established in the Philippines 75 per cent have postoftices, 
225 of the latter having postal savings bank branches. ‘The 
government maintains and operates a telegraph and telephone ser- 
vice in connection with the postal system. ‘The amount of deposits 
in the postal savings banks on June 30, 1908, was 1,931.994.004 
pesos, representing an increase of 102.56 per cent over the previous 
year. There were 120 miles of railroads on the islands under Span- 
ish rule; 450 miles have been completed since the United States took 
possession. In the course of five years 1000 miles of new railroads 
will be completed, representing an outlay approximating $30,000,000. 

_In education, in the preservation of law and order, in the pro- 
tection of property, in the opening up of opportunities to the natives.

due time for self-government, our administration has made and is 
making progress that should not be denied credit by any class of 
Americans.

Prot. I. C. Russell of Michigan University, a member of the 
United States geological survey, was sent with a party of topo- 
graphers to survey Mt. St. Elias and the region round about. This 
was 15 or 16 years ago. The party was unable to reach the summit 
but they undertook to determine the height of Mt. St. Elias by trigo- 
nometrical measurements. To do this they measured a base line near 
the foot of the mountain and determined the angles from cach end 
to the summit. “When they returned,” says Dr. Wright, “every one 
was astonished that upon working out their results the mountain was 
made to be about 4000 feet lower than former estimates had made 
it.” The explanation of this, in the opinion of the man who had 
made the original meagurements, and whose calculations were made 
on a base measured at:sea, was that Professor Russell's party had 
simply measured the Wrong peak. <A second measurement, as well 
as one made by the ns of Abruzzi at a later date, practically con- 
firmed the correctness of the first estimate. 

Dr. Wright questi@ns, therefore, whether the guide, Barrill, 
conceding that he is tellifig the truth, has knowledge enough of the 
region to speak with auth@rity as to whether Dr. Cook did or did 
not ascend Mt. McKinley, And he adds that “if a party un- 
friendly to Dr. Cook ascends. the mountain before his (Dr. Cook's ) 
party does, it will be possible for them to mystify the public. still 
more, either by destroying the evidence or by reporting that they 
cannot find the deposit which Dr.Cook says he left near the sumunit. 
The party that searches for the evidence should represent both 
sides.” |

Riza Tewfik Bey responded with the assurance— 
unquestionably far more than a mere compliment—that Young 
Turkey will take Hungary as a model for inward consolidation and 
outward progress. Both spoke in I rench. 

Despite the undeniable circumstance that there is no Touranian 
strain left in the Turks and but a feeble one in the Magyars, despite 
the curious fact that the Hungarian statesman who extolled’ the 
traditional relationship, is, like so many Hungarians, a Slav by des- 
cent, it cannot be denied that this racial claim is a growing tactor 
in -\ustrian and Balkan affairs.
